have rightly been contending in 
the courts th at radio is entitled to 
the protection of the “ freedom of 
p re ss” clause in the Bill of Rights 
of the Constitution. 
E veryw here th at reporters from 
new spapers are adm itted, the ra ­ 
dio netw orks have sought and in 
m ost instances have been granted 
adm ission on an equality with the 
press. 
F or tw’o m ajor netw orks to claim 
the privileges of the press and yet 
to deny their obligation to give a 
controversial figure the right of 
reply when he is attacked on their 
netw orks is a bad precedent on 
the record which will plague them 
for years to com e unless—a n d 
there is still tim e — they reverse 
their recen t decision. 


THE NETWORKS have a legal 
right to deny Sen. M cCarthy free 
space on the air. He cannot suc­ 
cessfully force them to do so by 
court action, because the right to 
decide w hat shall be put on the 
netw orks belongs solely 
to 
t h e 
broadcasting 
com panies 
and 
no 
governm ent rule would 
be 
con­ 
stitutional which 
held 
otherw ise. 
Even the requirem ent of law’ stip­ 
ulating th at during political cam ­ 
paigns the opposing candidates or 
parties m ust be given equal tim e 
is 
of 
doubtful 
constitutionality. 
E ither the radio is free from gov­ 
ernm ent censorship and dictation 
all the tim e or not at all. 
But. precisely because the tw*o : 
broadcasting com panies 
betw een , 
them control the program tim e of 
m ost of the radio outlets in A m er­ 
ica, they have a responsibility to 
use new’s judgm ent just as 
the 
new spapers do. 


WHAT AN OUTCRY would come 
from persons of all political faiths 
if a new spaper chain suddenly an­ 
nounced that it would not allow 
any of its m em ber new spapers to 
print the rep ly of a United States 
senator who is attacked by another 
speaker in the columns of those 
new spapers. 
Those who have com m ented that

it is fair enough to give Leonard 
Hall, chairm an of the Republican 
N ational Com m ittee, the right to 
select a spokesm an to 
reply 
to 
Adlai Stevenson’s speech before the 
D em ocratic p arty dinner at M iami 
are forgetting that there are three 
sides to the controversy provoked 
by the Stevenson speech. 
When new spapers or radio begin 
delegating their right of news judg­ 
m ent to the head of a n y political 
party, they 
a re 
conceding 
that 
they are no longer independent but 
are subservient to others outside 
their ow’n organization in selecting 
their news. 
It is, of course, a convenient de­ 
vice and at 
first 
glance 
would 
seem to relieve the netw orks of 
som e em barrassm ent, 
but it Is 
transparently 
an 
abdication 
of 
news judgm ent. Nor does it satisfy 
fair play when. once having g ran t­ 
ed tim e without cost to one speak­ 
er, they shunt the person attacked 
over to com m ercial sponsors on 
the paid advertising side to m ake 
his reply. 


IT WILL BE a sorry day for 
liberalism in A m erica when, in or­ 
der to get a chance to express him ­ 
self on the radio, a United States 
senator m ust ask favors f r o m 
those corporations w ealthy enough 
to buy radio or television tim e. 
The Stevenson affair in M iami, 
of course, w as an out-and-out po­ 
litical m eeting, and the broadcast­ 
ing com panies would have been 
justified in the first instance in re­ 
quiring that the tim e be paid for 
by the D em ocratic N ational Com­ 
m ittee. Then they would have been 
on solid ground if they insisted 
th at any replies should also be 
paid for. Once they opened the 


door by giving free tim e to speak­ 
ers at a $100-a-p!ate D em ocratic 
party dinner, they w ere obliged to 
give the sam e privilege to any per­ 
sons attacked on that program , and 
M cCarthy was certainly attacked 
by Stevenson. 
T The danger to the radio broad­ 
casting com panies is th at they w’ill 
unw ittingly persuade m any 
m il­ 
lions of A m ericans th at they are 
not on a p ar with the press at all 
and that, to get all sides of the 
news, there is no substitute for 
the A m erican daily new spaper. 


THIS WOULD BE a serious loss 
of 
confidence 
in 
the 
netw orks. 
Anybody with m oney 
enough 
to 
buy a printing press and hire a 
staff can publish a new spaper. It 
takes a license from the federal 
governm ent to sta rt a radio sta­ 
tion. A governm ent-granted monop­ 
oly should be especially m indful of 
the public interest. 
It is obvious that there are not 
tw’o but three view’s involved in 
this latest controversy. They a re 
the Stevenson side, the Nixon side 
—which, it has been publicly an­ 
nounced, will not defend M cCarthy 
—and the defense which the Wis­ 
consin senator him self is entitled 
to m ake because of the use of the 
them e “ M cC arthyism ” in the orig­ 
inal attack. 
While 
the 
broadcasting 
com ­ 
panies have a legal right to pick 
w hatever 
speakers 
they 
desire, 
they can hardly answ er persuasive­ 
ly the criticism 
which 
will 
be 
visited upon them that they do not 
deal with the news on its m erits, 
but on som e arb itra ry rule of their 
own which has the effect of sup­ 
pressing one side of an argum ent.
